BAUMGARDT ON “ROME” 

“The Eternal City” is Subject of | 
Fascinating Illustra ed Lecture 
at Town Hall. 

Last Friday evening Mr. B. A. Baum¬ 
gardt lectured in the town hall on 
“Rome, the Eternal City." “Naples’' j 
had been previously announced as the ! 
subject of the evening, but so many re- | 
quests were made for “Rome,’’ that at 
the eleventh hour the lecturer decided I 
to change, and no one regretted his 
decision. 

Mr. Baumgardt said that there are 
four Romes, but decided to approach j 
the city from the direction from which 
St. Paul must have approached it al-j 
most nineteen nineteen hundred years 
ago, that is over the Appian Way. We 
passed an ancient inn, a great arch, and 
a massive tomb, and entered the Basilica 
of San Sebastian. The Basilica is the 
characteristic architecture of the early j 
church in Rome, adopted from the more 
ancient Roman architecture. The ceil-j 
ing is flat, and the side arches are lower j 
than the main aisle. Of course this is j 
chiefly interesting for the Catacombs , 
which are reached by way of it, those ; 
Catacombs which are the oddest places : 
in the world, with their tombs, their 
heart-rending inscriptions, and their 
rude altars at which the sacraments of ; 
the early church were administered. 
Here may be found the tomb of St. 
Cecilia, which was opened eight cen¬ 
turies after she was martyred, and a 
wonderful sculptured piece was made 
of her as she lay there in an attitude 
which no living person ever assumes, 
but which is characteristic of death. 

We entered other basilicas and then 
passed by the Temple of Saturn into the 
ancient forum, that wonderful center, 
from one of the rostrums of which we 
know that St. Paul preached. We 
looked at one of the few remaining 
equestrian statues, small remnants of 
the great number of statues which 
formerly adorned it, and as we wait to 
rest under the great columns of the 
Temple of Castor and Pollux we may 
read in the scenes before us, and in the 
city stretched beyond the history oHhe 
nations. 

We then went to the Palatine Hill 
and looked at the magnificent ruins of 
the great palaces of the Caesars, and the 
homes of the patricians, at the palace 


and the steps over which Rienzi fled 
when he was finally murdered by his 
pursuers, at the great palace of the 
Cenci, and after that at the magnificent 
hall where the Inquisition sat, and con¬ 
demned Galileo to death, and after¬ 
wards Beatrice Cenci, on the trumped 
up charge of the murder of her father; 
and again we turned aside to see the 
wonderful picture of her, painted as 
she sat in her prison cell after her con¬ 
demnation, a face so pathetic in its 
wonderful youthful beauty, that it has 
ever remained the emblem of intense 
human grief. 

Again we visited the great equestrian 
statute of Marcus Aurelius, the one 
emperor who tried, from the midst of 
cruelty and crime, to bring forth a high 
ethical and moral manhood. We waited 
too, for a moment to listen to the chimes 
of the little chapel on the hilltop, which 
same vesper call inspired Gibbon to 
write his “Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire.” 

The great Pantheon, which so fully 
expresses the Roman policy in its con¬ 
struction, then held our attention. In 
the mixing of the many nations under 
one roof to worship their several 
deities, they forgot their differences and j 
became one people. Its wonderful ‘ 
dome so called forth Michael Angelo's 
admiration that he adopted its pattern 
to the construction of the vast dome of 
St. Peter’s which we finally visited. 

The Vatican with its wonderful rooms 
and gardens, detained us for some time | 
and through it we entered St. Peter's, J 
and climbed to the top of the great j 
dome which rises high above the city. 
In St. Peter’s all our ideas of vastness 
must be reconstructed to suit the mag -1 
nificent distances and vast proportions 
of this marvelous edifice. Greatest of J 
all its chapels is the wonderful Sistine 
chapel with its incomparable frescoes, 
its marvellous ceilings and complicated j 
conceptions. Especially fine were the j 
reproductions of the production of 
order from chaos in the primeval ages, 
and the consequent flight of darkness, 
and the “Creation of Man,” who became 
a “living spirit” by the touch of God’s ! 
finger. 

Michael Angelo’s Moses, which he re- ! 
garded as his masterpiece, is certainly 
a fine study of prophetic dignity, and 
his “Pietas” is the soul of intense 
suffering, while Rimini’s treatment of 
the same subject will bring tears in 
spite of you. 

From St. Peter's we went to the great 
Coliseum, whose history has been the 
history of Rome. In fact while history 
shall live Rome shall live, and when 
Rome ceases to exist, there will be no 
world.
